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PREFACE. 
SIMPLE Inflammation of the Ton- 
ils, or of other Parts about the Fau- 
ces, from its frequently happening 
without any conſiderable Hazard attending 
it, is commonly look'd upon as a troubleſome, 
rather than a dangerous Diſeaſe : And every 
one, how little ſoever converſant in the 
Practice of Phyſic, thinks himſelf qualified 
to conduct the Patient thro it with Safety. 


Fa Perſon complains of Pain in his 
Throat upon ſwallowing, with the Symptoms 
of a Fever, nothing is thought more expe- 
dient, or more frequently order d, than Bleed- 
ing, Purging, and ſuch Medicines as are 
daily obſerved to remove Injlammations in 
general: And in ſrmple Injlammations this 
Method is warranted to be juſt, by Reaſon 
and Experience. 3233 5 


But a Diſeaſe hath of late Tears appeared 
in this City, in many of the neighbouring 
Villages, and according to the beſt Informa- 
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rion I have been able to procure, in ſeveral 


other Parts of this Nation; which, tho it 
may be talen for a common Sore Throat, 


or Inflammation of the Tonſils, by thoſe 


who are unacguainted with it, is of a very 
different Nature, and requires to be treated 
in as different a Method : For it has been 


found by Experience, that thoſe Meaſures, 


which ſeldom fail of anſwering the Pre- 
feriber's Expettation in this Caſe, frequently 
produce the moſt unhappy Conſequences in 
the other, and render a Diſeaſe almoſt cer- 
tainly fatal, which of itſelf is not often ſo, 
in this Country. 85 


Some Inſtances of Miſtakes in this reſpect 
have not long ſince fallam minder my Obſer- 
vation; and there is sil, a Poſſibility of the 


like happening, as the ſame Diſorder conti- 


nies amongſt ns: It ſeems therefore neceſ- 


fary, that ſome Endeavours ſhould be uſed 


to prevent them; and that ſuch a Deſcrip- 
tion of the Diſeaſe ſhould be made public, 


as may enable Prattitioners, who have not 


ſeen or known it, to diſtinguiſh it from that 
to which it bears ſome Reſemblance; toge- 
ther with an Account of the Method of treat- 
mg it, which hath in general been attended 
with Succeſs. 


There are ſeveral of the Faculty, who, I 
readily acknowledge, have it more in their 
x Power 
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Power to give the Public Satisfaction on 
this Subjett than I have; but their conſtant 
Engagements in the Duties of their Pro- 
Felton, will probably hinder thoſe who are 
moſt equal to the Task, from executing it ſo 
ſpeedily as public Utility requires: Where- 
fore, as ſome Information relative to it ſeems 
immediately wanted in ſeveral Places, the 
following, tho leſs perfect, will perhaps in 
the mean time be neither unacceptable, nor 
wholly uſeleſs. | 


If any thing in theſe Sheets ſhould appear, 
to thoſe who may be better acquainted with 
the Subject, to be inaccurate, or premature; 
F ſome Things of little Weight ſhould ſeem 
foo largely inſiſted on, whilſt others of more 
Conſequence are neglected, this Apology will, 
J hope, be admitted; vis. that to have de- 
lay'd the Publication of this Eſſay, till it 
had received thoſe Advantages that further 
Ob ſervations might have added, would have 
fruſtrated my Deſign; which was, to prevent, 
as much as in me lay, the Miſtakes that 
micht happon in relation to this Diſeaſe, 
by ſpeedily communicating the Remarks, 
which the Inſtances I had ſeen had af- 
forded. 


As this Diſeaſe atpears to be the ſame 
with that which raged in Spain, Italy, and 
the neighbouring Countries, ſomewhat more 
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| than a Century ago; it may not be impro- 


per, in the firſt place, to give ſome Account 
of it, from ſuch of the Authors who then 
wrote upon it, as have come to my Hands, 

previous to a Deſcription of the ſame 
Diſtemper, as it now appears in this 
Country. 


Tis ſaid, that a ſimilar, if not the ſame 
Diſeaſe hath long been in ſome of our Ame- 
rican Colonies (a), and the Weſt-India [lands ; 
but as I have not met with any Accounts 


of it from ſuch as were competent 'Fudges, 


2t muſt be left to Time, and further Inqui- 
ries, to diſcover how much Truth there is 


in the Report.

appeared firſt in Spain about the Year 1608, 
to have ſpread from thence to Malta, Sicily, 
Otranto, Apulia, Calabria, and the Cam- 
pagnia, in the Space of a few Years; and to 
have broke out at Naples in 1618, where it 
continued upwards of 20 Years ravaging the 
different Parts of that Kingdom (c). 


It is not certainly known how much longer 
it remained in theſe Countries, or to what 
others it was communicated at that time, its 
Declenſion being as obſcure as the Cauſes it 
ſprung from. That it wholly diſappeared in 
theſe Parts, ſoon after the Time above-men- 
tion'd, ſeems probable, from the Silence of 
thoſe Phyſicians, who have publiſhed their 
Obſervations made in the Places, which had 
ſo ſeverely felt the Effects of this Diſtem-

reſpects reſembling the Diſeaſe here deſcribed ; 
but a little Attention to the Symptoms of each, 
will, I think, diſcover an eſſential Difference 
between them. The ſame may be ſaid of the 
Sore Throat and Scarlet Fever, which ſhew'd 
itſelf at Edinburgh in 1733 (g). 


Tauber in his Voyage to the Levant (b),

i This Account does not diſagree in general 

; with that which has been left us of the Mor- 
bus ſfrangulatorius; only he is ſingular in aſ- 
{erting it to ariſe from a kind of Agua fortis 
diſcharged upon the Parts: But his favourite 
Study had engroſſed his Attention, and to this 
we muſt impute both the preſent Miſtake, 
and his Want of ſufficient Accuracy and Pre- 
ciſion, when he treats upon medical Sub- 
jects. 


When it firſt broke out in the Countries 
above-mention'd, it foon engaged the Phy- 
ſicians of thoſe Times, as well to obſerve its 
Nature and Effects, with whatever might 
contribute to its Cure, as to vindicate their 


reſpective Syſtems and Opinions, which ſome 
2 7 of 
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of them did with a great deal of Warmth. 
Out of ſuch of the Tracts that were then pub- 

liſhed as I have had an Opportunity of per- 
uſing, and which indeed are not ſo many as I 
could with, the following Account has been 
collected, I ſhall here mention the Authors 
to whom I am principally indebted for it. 


Johannes Andreas Sgambatus, a Phyſician 
of Naples, who publiſhed a Treatiſe upon 
this Subject in 1620 (1). He gives us a me- 
thodical and pretty exact Hiſtory of the Symp- 
toms of this Diſeaſe, and the Method of Cure 
both general and topical, together with a 
ſummary View of the Diſputes which at that 
time were managed with ſufficient Heat and 
Acrimony in relation to its Name, Cauſe, and 
Nature; about which they were as much di- 
vided as they were about the Method of 
Cure; each Party appealing to Hippocrates, 

Galen, Avicenna, &c, for the Support of 
their Opinions concerning a Diſeaſe, which it 
is not certain that thoſe whom they appeal to 
ever ſaw.

In 1636, Ætius Cletus, of Signia in Italy, 
publiſhed his Treatiſe De Morbòo ſtrangula- 
forio (n). He mentions ſome Facts relating 


to it, that had eſcaped Sgambatus and Corte- 
frus, which will be taken notice of hereafter. 


Marcus Aurelius Severinus, Profeſſor of 
Anatomy and Surgery, and Phyſician to the 
Hoſpital of Incurables at Naples, wrote a 
Diſſertation upon this Diſeaſe, under the Title 
of Pedanchone Loi modes, ſeu de peſtilente ac

in 1643 (7). A a Perſon of his Capacity, 
and furniſhed with the beſt Opportunities of 
ſeeing the Diſeaſe in every Stage and Con- 
dition, we might reaſonably expect ſuch 
Oblervations as would enable one to form a 
juſt Idea of this Diſtemper ; but we meet with 
very little of this kind in his Performance, He 
has indeed mention'd ſome Circumſtances re- 
lating to its Hiſtory, not taken notice of by the 
other Writcrs I have ſeen, and his Method of 
Cure is diſterent from the reſt ; but he refers us 
to others for an Account of the Symptoms, and 
contents himielt with reciting and comment- 
ing upon Areteuss Deſcription of the Ulcera 
Syriaca, Which he takes for granted to be the 
lame with the Diſeaſe he treats upon; yet 
docs not put it in our Power to compare 
them, by giving a candid Relation of the 
Symptoms. 


One might juſtly expect ſome curious Ob- 
ſervations upon this Diſeaſe, from a Perſon ſo 
well qualified for it as Thomas Bartholine: 
He was in {ta/y whilſt it raged there, and

it might be ſuppoſed, would be attentive 
to the minuteſt Circumſtance relating to it, 
and be inquiſitive enough to know what Men 
of Character had ſaid upon it. But the Trea- 

tiſe which he wrote upon this Diſeaſe, and 
publiſh d in 1646 (a), contains ſo little to the 
Purpoſe, that it is difficult to conceive for 
what End it was wrote, unleſs to compliment 
his Maſter Sever inus, which he does very li 


berally. 


AcconpINs to the Accounts which have 
been left us by theſe Authors, it appears, that 
the Diſeaſe which they deſcribe was moſt 
particularly fatal to Children; tho' Adults, if 
they were much converſant about the Sick, 
were very often ſeized with it; yet more of 
theſe recover d in proportion than of Chil. 
dren; and it was obſerved, that more Boys 
got well through the Diſeaſe than Girls; ſome 
thought, that ſuch of this Sex as had black 
Eyes ſuffer'd more from it than others. 


As it was ſometimes ob to carry off 
whole Families together, and to fee to 
thoſe Places firſt, where the Communication 
with the Country affected by it was molt fre- 
quent; and alſo that Children ſent away in 


order to avoid it, eſcaped whilſt they remained 
there,

there, but had it on their Return, if the Diſ- 


eaſe was not extinguiſhed ; it was almoſt uni- 
verſally allow'd to be contagious (o). 


Thoſe who were ſeized with it, firſt com- 
plained of a Pain in the Throat, with a Stiff- 
neſs of the Neck, an Uneaſineſs upon Motion, 
and a Difficulty in ſwallowing their uſual 
Nouriſnment. On Inſpection, the Uvula, 
the Tonſils, Pharynx, and the whole Fauces, 
appeared of a remarkably florid red Colour, 
like that attending an Eryſipelas: This Co- 
lour was not uniformly intenſe, but ſome Parts 
teemed to be of a deeper Dyc than others. 
The Parts above-mention'd were ſwell'd more 
! or lefs, tho' ſeldom ſo much as to affect Re- 
ſpiration, as in a common Angina; but the Sick 
| could not ſwallow without Pain. An acute 
Fever came on at the ſame time, which in 
{ſome was accompanied with ſmall Pimples 
: and Eruptions like Flea-bites. Several had 
4 Vomitings, according to an Obſervation of 


Severinus (p). 


On the ſame Day, or the Day following, 
ſuch Parts of the Fauces as at firſt ſeem'd to 


be of a deeper Colour than the reſt, turn'd 
white; ;

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white; this did not proceed from any Cruſt or 
Matter. ſuperinduced upon the Parts, but from 
a gangrenous Colliquation, the Subſtance it- 
ſelf being mortified.

The Vacs was + hives and obſcure; not as 
in a common Cold, but as it is in thoſe Peo- 
ple who have vent Ulcers in the Throat: 
So that, from this Circumſtance alone, ſome 
were able to gueſs at the Diſeaſe. 


The Neck and Throat ſoon after began to 
ſwell externally; the Tumour was of a ſoft 
cdematous kind, and increaſed in Magnitude 
as the Diſeaſe advanced. All the Symptoms 
were commonly aggravated during the Night. 
If the Patients had any Interval of Quiet, it 
was commonly in the Day- time (9). About 
the fourth Day this Tumour was generally 
grown very large, and the white Places in the 
Fauces began to turn black; the Breath grew 
extremely offenſive; Reſpiration, hitherto 
not much affected, now became difficult, an 
the Patient expired! in a very ſhort time, 


Tho' this was the common Pr ogreſs of the 
Diſeaſe, where it terminated unhappily, yet it 
often varied from this Ty" and was attended

with very different Symptoms. Some had a 
Difticulty of breathing almoſt from the firſt ; 
ſome hs a violent Cough ; ſome were coma- 
tous; others had a Delirium; ſome died in a 
Iethargic Stupor; others bled to Death at the 
Noſe ; whilſt others again had none of theſe 
Symptoms, but were carried off ſuddenly by 
an inſtantaneous Suffocation. The Oe/ophagus 
in ſome was ſphacelated to the Stomach ; the 
Aſpera Arteria, in others, to the Lungs : As 
theſe could only breathe in an erect Poſition ; 
ſo thoſe could ſwallow nothing when the 
Parts were ſo affected. Tie N oftrils diſ- 
charged a fetid pituitous Ichor, ſometimes 
mixed with Blood; and ſometimes Blood 
alone, without Mixture, This bleeding at the 
Noſe ſeem'd at firſt, in one Cale, to give 
Relief ; but the Patient ſoon after died (7).

by an Ulceration, without any of that White- 
— (which for the future I ſhall call Sloughs), 
if the Swelling about the Neck and Throat 
was not large, if the Patient diſcharged by 
the Mouth conſiderable Quantities of thin pi- 
tuitous Matter, if the Breath was not fetid, 
and the Patient had no Diſguſt to his Food, if 
the Eyes retain'd their proper Luſtre, all was 
judged to be ſecure, | 


On the other hand, if this Luſtre was in 
any degree faded (/ * if the external œdema- 
tous Tumour was very large, if the Breath 
ſtunk, if the Fauces were livid or black, with 
a Coma, or Delirium, if with theſe the Pa- 
tient had an Averſion to his Nouriſhment, 
and his Breathing became difficult or laborious, 
the Danger was judged to be extreme, 


It was not obſerved that the Diſeaſe had 
any ſtated Criſis; or that the Signs of Reco- 
very, or Death, appeared on any certain Day.

thought to be out of Danger, at leaſt from the 
Diſeaſe itſelf (7); tho ſome dropp'd off un- 


expectedly, after a much longer Reprieve (). 


The Conſequences of this Diſcaſe were os: 
ten felt a long time after it had ceaſed : An 
exceſſive Languor and Weakneſs continued 
for many Months; and the Voice or Deglu- 
tition was frequently affected, ſo as to be per- 
ceivable in ſome almoſt a Year after (u). 


It was however obſerved, that notwith« 
ſtanding the Diſeaſe moſt frequently was ac- 
companied with Symptoms of peſtilential Ma- 
lignity, yet it ſometimes appeared with a 
much more fayourable Aſpect ; its Progreſs 
not being ſo quick, nor its Symptoms ſo vio- 
lent and dangerous, as hath here been de- 
{cribed to be the Caſe in general (ax). At its 
firſt breaking out in any Place it was commonly 
the moſt ſevere; it then ſpared no Age or 
Sex, but ſwept off Adults together with In- 
tants: By degrees it became leſs violent, and 
at length either wholly diſappeared, or was 


of fo little Conſequence as to be diſregarded.

We are directed, by moſt of the Authors 

I have ſeen, to begin the Cure of this Diſ- 
temper with Evacuations ; the chief whereof 
are Bleeding and Purging ; tho' which of the 
two ought to precede was not a little diſ- 
puted. Purging was in general preferr'd ; 
and they commonly made uſe of Manna, Rhu- 
barb, Senna, and Agaric, for this Purpoſe. 
Corteſius directs fix Ounces of Manna to be 
given to Adults in a Decoction of Tamarinds. 
Bleeding, tho' commonly directed at the firſt, 
hath been uſed more ſparingly in this, than 
moſt other acute Caſes (2). Severinus, who 
was by no means a timid Operator, directs 
from four to eight Ounces to be taken away; 
which, confidering the common Practice in 
thoſe Countries, is a very {mall Quantity (x). 
But it may not be improper here to give 
a ſhort Sketch of this Author's Practice, 
as

as he differs in ſeveral Reſpects from moſt 
others. 


He orders an antimonial Vomit to be given 
at the firſt Attack, and a cooling gently aſ- 
tringent Gargle to be uſed Night and Day. 
He then directs a Clyſter, takes away ſome 
Blood from the Jugular, and gives fron xv 
to xi Grains of Bezoar Mineral twice a Day; 
or oftener, as Occaſion requires, with thin 
diluting Liquors, in order to raiſe and pro- 
mote a moderate Sweat. He gives five or ſix 


Grains of the ſame Medicine to Children at the 


Breaſt, and commends it highly. He ſcarifies 
the ditcolour'd Parts in the Fauces, in order to 


let out the corroſive Virus; a Practice, which, 


though it was countenanced by ſome of the 
Shaniards, was diſliked and condemned by the 
molt eminent {ta/;ans. He, as well as Zacu- 
tus Luſitanus (y), uſed the Arſenicum album. 
in Gargles in very ſmall Quantities, but wich 
how much Advantage to the Patient is no- 
where ſo fully proved, as to induce one to 
follow their Example.

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Capping, with Scarification, was univer- 
fally approved, and commonly practiſed, 
Leeches were alſo applied, by way of Reyul- 
fion, to different Parts, 


Conſiderable Benefit was expected from 
Ligatures made on the Extremities, and from 
chafing the Limbs with the Hand or a Cloth; 
alſo from Cupping without Scarification; ap- 
prehending that a Revulſion from the Parts 
affected was by this means procured ; and that 
ſome Portion of the morbific Matter, was 
carried off by the Pores of the Skin.

Some of the Spaniſh Phyficians recom- 
mended Veſicatories of Cantharides to be 
laid on each Side the Neck: The Tralians 
ſeem not to have been fond of them; and 
urge it as a Reaſon againſt their Uſe, that 
the Progreſs of the Diſeaſe was too quick 
to be relieved by any Diſcharge they could 
make. 


The internal Medicines they uſed were 
ſuch as they deemed Alexipharmics. Arme— 


nian Bole, Bezoar both animal and mineral, 


Pearls, and, according to the Philoſophy of 
thoſe Times, the precious Stones. The 7he- 
riaca was excepted againſt for Children, as 
Galen had condemned its Uſe in ſuch young 
Subjects. But after they had leſſened, as they 


thought, the Plethora by Bleeding, and the 


Cacochemy, as they ſtiled it, by a Cathartic; 
as they found, from Experience, that no Con- 
coction of Humours was to be waited for in 
this Caſe (Z), without laying much Streſs upon 
Internals, they ſeem chiefly to have applied 
themſelves to Topics; confidering the Diſeaſe 
as local, and a peculiar morbid Affection of

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In this Part of their Directions they have 
been more particular; and ſome. of them, in 
order to point out their Applications with 
more Propriety, have divided the Courſe of 
this Diſeaſe into four different Periods (a). 


The firſt is the State of Inflamthatz In 
this Repellents were thought neceſſary; ſuch 


as Vinegar in Barley-water, Syrup of Roſes, 
Mulberries, and Purſlain. 


The ſecond, is that wherein the white 
_ hs begin to appear, which is a Step to- 
S a gangrenous Colliquation. In this 
— they order'd mild Abſtergents, of which 
Honey of Roſes was eſteemed the chief. 


In the third, the Fauces begin to look 
black, and a real Mortification is come on, 
ſometimes penetrating to a conſiderable Depth, 
with great Putrefaction. Here the mild Ab- 
ſtergents were deem'd ineffectual, and Cauſtics 
were recommended ; ſuch as Alum with Ho- 
ney, Alum-Water, Oil of Sulphur, and Oil of 
Vitriol. Theſe were uſed both tocheck the Pu- 
trefaction, and to deſtroy the mortified Fleſh.

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Sometimes the Oil of Vitriol was dextrouſly 
applied to the Part affected by an arm'd Probe; 
but it was oftener mix'd with Syrup of Roſes, 
and in Children pour'd into the Mouth. Bole 
diſſolvd in Treacle-Water, and the Juice of 
Wood-Sorrel, was uſed by ſome for the like 
Purpoſes. 


In the fourth Stage the Putrefaction is ſup- 
poſed to be extinguiſhed, the mortified Parts 
10 caſt off, and an Ulcer only remains. In this 
i Caſe, the Fume of white Amber thrown on 
live Coals, and received into the Mouth, as a 
Sufftus, was adviſed; alſo the Vinum Myr- 
rhites, a Decoction of Guaiacum, Roſes, Ba- 
9 lauſtines , Pomegranate-Peels by way of Gargle; 
1 Medicines that were ſuppoſed to with 
5 ſome Degree of 3 


Such was the general Appearance of this 
Diſeaſe at its firſt being taken notice of in 
Europe; and ſuch, as far as I can collect, 
the Methods that were purſued in treating it, 
by the moſt eminent Practitioners at that 


time. 
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The Diſcaſe which is deſcribed in the fol- 
lowing Pages, ſeems to be the ſame with this 
Angina maligna, or ſtrangulatory Affection 
of the Fauces, and ſcems only to differ from 
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it in Degree ; in which, as it is much more 
favourable and mild with us in general, than 
it was with them, we have greatly the Ad-

BOUT twelve Years ago, two Children, 
in a Family of Diſtinction, and ſome 
others in the ſame Part of the Town, being 
carried off ſuddenly, and their principal Com- 
plaints having been of a Soreneſs in their 
Throats, it occation'd a Suſpicion, that the 
Morbus ftrangulatorius was broke out amongſt 

us: But as very few Caſes occurr'd after theſe, 

Iz or paſs'd unobſervd, the Diſeaſe and the 

* Remembrance of it ſeemed to vaniſh toge- 

* ther. 


It began however to ſhew itſelf again about 

4 or 5 Years ago, but not very frequently: And 
tho ſome of the Faculty met with it now-and- 
then, it remained unknown to Practitioners in 
general, till within theſe two or three Vears: 
Since which Time its Appearance has been 
more 


here treated of.

lages adjacent. | 


In the Winter of 1746, ſo many Children 


died, and ſo ſuddenly, at Bromley near Bow in 


Middleſex, of a Diſeaſe that ſeem'd to yield to 
no Remedies or Applications, that the Inha- 
bitants began to be alarmed with Appreher ſions 
that the Plague was broke out amongſt them; 


ſome loſing all, and others the greater Part of 


their Children, after a few Days Indiſpoſition. 


Some others of the neighbouring Places 


were affected at the ſame time, tho' in a 
leſs Degree, with the ſame Diſeaſe; which, 

from all the Accounts I have met wit frown 
thoſe who attended the Sick, was the Diſeaſe 
It Rill continues in this 
City, and ſometimes ſhews itſelf in the 
Villages about it, though at preſent with 
ſo mild an Aſpect, as ſeldom to prove fatal; 

unleſs the Subject is very unfavourable, or the 


Diſeaſe hath been neglected, or improperly 


treated at the Beginning; which Circum- 
ſtances, tho of Moment in all Caſes, yet are 
very much ſo in this, as a wrong Step at 


the firſt, may put 1t out of the — of Art 
to afford Relief. 


It is obſerved here, as well as in thoſe 
Countries where the Angina maligna was 
firſt taken notice of, that Children and young 

People

People are more expoſed to it than Adults : 
A greater Number of Girls have it than Boys; 
more Women than Men ; and the infirm of 
either Sex ſuffer more from it than the healthy 


and vigorous, 


If it breaks out in a Family, all the Chil- 
dren are common ly affected with it, if the 
healthy are not kept apart from the ſick; 


and ſuch Adults as are frequently with them, 


and receive their Breath near at hand, often 
undergo the ſame Diſeaſe. 


It generally comes on with a Chilneſs or 
Shivering like that of an Ague-Fit : This 1s 
ſoon follow'd by great Heat ; and theſe inter- 
changeably ſucceed each other during ſome 
Hours, till at length the Heat becomes conſtant 
and intenſe. The Patient complains at the ſame 
time of an acute Pain in the Head, of Heat 
and Soreneſs in the Throat, commonly of great 
Sickneſs, with Vomiting, Purging, or both. 
The Face ſoon after looks red and {well'd, the 
Eyes inflam'd and watry; with Reſtleſſneſs, 


Anxiety, and F aintneſs. 


This Diſcaſe foguently ſeizes the Patient 
in the fore Part of the Day : As Night ap- 
proaches, the Heat and Reſtleſſneſs increaſe, 
till towards Morning; when after a ſhort 


diſturbed Slumber (the only Repoſe they of- 
ten 
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ten have during ſeveral Nights), a Sweat 
breaks out; which mitigates the Heat and 
Reſtleſſnes, and gives the Diſeaſe ſometimes 
the Appearance of an Intermittent. 


If the Mouth and Throat be examin'd 
ſoon after the firſt Attack, the Uuulz and 
Tonfils appear ſwell'd; and theſe Parts, toge- 
ther with the Velum Pendulum Palati, the 
Cheeks on each Side near the Entrance into 
the Fauces, and as much of them and the 
Pharynx behind as can be ſeen, appear of a 
florid red Colour. This Colour is com- 
monly moſt obſervable on the poſterior Edge 
of the Palate, in the}Angles above the Tonſils, 
and upon the Tonfils themſelves, Inſtead of 


this Redneſs, a broad Spot or Patch of an 


irregular Figure, and of a pale white Colour, is 

ſometimes to be ſeen, ſurrounded with a florid 

Red; which Whiteneſs commonly appears like 

that of the Gums immediately after having 
been preſſed with the Finger, or as if Matter 

ready to be diſcharged was contained under- 
neath. „ 


Generally on the ſecond Day of the Diſeaſe, 
the Face, Neck, Breaſt, and Hands to the Fin- 
gers Ends, are become of a deep eryſipelatous 
Colour, with a ſenfible Tumefaction; the 


Fingers are frequently tinged in ſo remarka- 
5 ble 
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ble a manner, that, from ſeeing them only, it 
has not been difficult to gueſs at the Diſeaſe, 


A great Number of ſmall Pimples, of a 
Colour diſtinguiſhably more intenſe than that 
Which ſurrounds them, appear on the Arms, 

and other Parts. They are larger, and more 
prominent in thoſe Subjects, and in thoſe Parts 
of the ſame Subject, where the Redneſs is 
leaſt intenſe ; which is generally on the Arms, 
the Breaſt, and lower Extremities. 


As the Skin acquires this Colour, the Sick- 
neſs commonly goes off, the Vomiting and 
Purging ceaſe of themſelves, and rarely conti- 
nue after the firſt Day. 


The Appearance in the Fauces continues to 
be the ſame; except that the white Places 
become of a more opake White; and it 1s 
now diſcoverable, that what at firſt might 
have been taken for the ſuperficial Covering 
of a ſuppurated Tumor, is really a Slough, con 
cealing an Ulcer of the ſame Dimenſions, 


All the Parts of the Fauces above-men- 
tion'd are liable to theſe Ulcerations; but 
they generally are firſt diſcernible in the An- 
gles above the Tonſils, or on the Tonſils 
themſelves; though they are often to be 


ſeen in the Arch form'd by the Uvula,. 
and

and one of the Tonſils; 41 on the Pha- 
rynx behind, on the Inſide of the Cheeks, and 
the Baſe of the Tongue, which they cover in 
the manner of a thick Fur, Inſtead of theſe 
Sloughs, where the Diſorder is mild, a ſuper- 
ficial Ulcer of an irregular Figure appears in 
one or more of theſe Parts, ſcarce to be diſtin» 
guiſh'd from the ſound, but by the Inequa- 
lity of Surface they occaſion. 


Towards Night, the Heat and Reſtleſſneſs 
increaſe, and a Delirium frequently comes 
on. This ngen which appears in ſome 
even on the firſt Night, ſeems to differ con- 
ſiderably from the like Affection in other Diſ- 
eaſes. They commonly anſwer the Queſtions 
put to them properly, but with an unuſual | 
Quickneſs; they talk to themſelves inco- 
herently when left alone, and frequently be- 
tray the firſt Tendency to this Diſorder, by 
affecting too great a Compoſure : This for the 
molt part happens to thoſe who ſleep but lit- 
tle; for ſome are comatous and ſtupid, and 
take little notice of any thing that paſſes. 


In this manner they continue during two, 
three, or more Days; they commonly grow 
hot and reſtleſs towards Evening : which 
Symptoms increaſe as Night comes on; a 
Sweat more or leſs profuſe breaks out towards 
Morning ; and from this time they are eaſier 

* | during 
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during ſome Hours; a Faintneſs only continu- 
ing, of which they frequently complain more 
than of the reſt of their Sufferings. 


The Diſeaſe ſeems to have no ſtated Period 


which can properly be called its *Azyy or 


Height. Some grow eaſier from the firſt Day 
of the Attack; but, in general, the Symptoms 


of Recovery appear on the third, fourth, or 


fifth Day, and proceed in the following 
manner : 


- Firſt, the Redneſs of the Skin diſappears ; 


the Heat grows leſs; the Pulſe, which was hi- 
therto very quick, becomes ſlower ; the ex- 


ternal Swellings of the Neck ſubſide; the 


Sloughs in the Fauces caſt off; the Ulcera- 
tions fill up; the Patient ſleeps without Con- 
fuſion, is compoſed when awake, and his Ap- 
petite begins to return towards more ſolid 
Nouriſhment, than has hitherto been allow'd 
us 


The parotid Glands on each Side, and the 


Parts about them, are commonly ſwell'd, and 


painful to the Touch; and if the Diſeaſe is 
violent, the Neck and Throat are ſurrounded 
with a large cedematous Tumor; which, by 


ſtraitening the Fauces, increaſes the Danger, 


The Pulſe, during the whole Courſe of this 
Diſeaſe, is generally very quick; frequently 
120

220 Strokes or more in a Minute: In ſome 
it is hard and ſmall; in others ſoft and full; 
but without that Strength and Firmneſs which 
uſually accompany equal Quickneſs and Heat 
in genuine inflammatory - Ditorders, 


If a Vein is open'd ſoon after the Diſtem- 
per is come on, the Blood gencrally appears 
of a freſh florid Red; the Craſſamentum is 
rather of a lax gelatinous Texture, than 
denſe or compact; the Serum yellow, and 
in a large Proportion 


The Urine is at firſt crude, and of a pale 
| Whey-Colour : As the Diſeaſe advances, it 
turns yellower, as if Bile was diluted in it; 
and ſoon after the Patient ſhews any Marks 
of Recovery, it commonly grows turbid, and 
depoſits a farinaceous Sediment. 


They ſeldom have any Stools, if the Symp- 
toms are favourable, from the Time when 
the Purging, which generally attends the Ac- 
ceſſion, ceaſes. This Diſcharge is frequently 
bilious, and without any Pain: Tho' theſe 
Circumſtances differ in different Habits. 


They complain leſs of Thirſt in this than in 
other acute Diſeaſes. The Tongue is generally 
moiſt, and not often furr d: In ſome neverthe- 
leſs it is cover d witha thick white Coat or Fur, 

and 
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and thoſe who are ſo affected, often com- 


plain of Soreneſs about the Root of the 
＋T ongue. | N 


The Uvula and Tonfils, tho they are "IT 
times ſo much ſwell'd, as to leave but a very 
narrow Entrance into the Gullet, and this En- 
trance frequently ſurrounded with Ulcers or 
Sloughs; yet the Patients often ſwallow with 
much leſs Dithculty and Pain than might be 
expected under 1 = Circumſtances. 


They r complain, ſoon after they 
are taken ill, of an offenſive putrid Smell, a | 
fecting their Throats and Noſtrils, which oft 
occaſions Sickneſs before any: Ulcerations ap- 
Pear. 


In nl who have this Diſeaſe in a 
ſevere manner, the Inſide of the Noſtrils, as 
high up as can be ſeen, frequently appears of 
a deep red, or almoſt 5d Colour: After a 


Day or two, a thin corroſive Sanies, or with 


it a white putrid Matter of a thicker Con- 
ſiſtence, flows from them, which is ſo acrid, 


as to excoriate the Part it lies upon any con- 


ſiderable time. This is moſt obſervable in 
Children, or in young and very tender Sub- 
jects, whoſe Lips likewiſe are frequently 
of the Colour above-mention'd, and cover'd 


on the Inſide with Vehicles containing a thin

© Tchor, which excoriates the Angles of their 
Mouths, and the Cheeks where it touches 
them, 


KH probable, that Part of the ſame acrid 
Matter paſſes with. the Nouriſhment into 
the Stomach; eſpecially in Children; and 
It is perhaps owing to this Cauſe in part, 
that they ſuffer much more from this Diſ- 
temper than Adults; this corroſive Fluid 
without Doubt producing the ſame Effects 
on the Stomach and Bowels, as it does 
when applied to the much leſs ſenſible Skin 
of the Face; 2. e. it excoriates the Parts it 


touches; which in fact ſeems to be the 


Caſe: For, if they get over the Diſeaſe, a 
Purging ſometimes ſucceeds it, attended with 
the symptoms of Ulcerations in the Bowels, 
and after enduring great Pain and Miſery, 
perhaps ſome Weeks, they at length die 
emaciated : And I have been inform'd, that 
ſome Children have had the Parts about the 
Anus alſo excoriated; rhe Janzes retaining 
its Virulency thro' the whole Tract of the 
Inteſtines. | 


The Sick ſometimes bleed at the Noſe to- 
wards the Beginning of the Diſeaſe; and the 
Menſes very often appear in thoſe of the Fe- 
nals Sex, who are of Age to have them, ſoon 
alter they are {cized, notwithſtanding the re- 
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gular period is at a conſiderable Diſtance : 1. 
they are taken ill about the uſual Seaſon, the 

Diſcharge is commonly large and expenſive. 
Some young Perſons, who never had the leaſt 
Appearance of them, have had this Evacu- 


ation during their IIlneſs. 


In ſtrong and full Habits, theſe Evacua- 
tions are ſeldom attended with much Bene- 
fit, or manifeſt ill Effects, unleſs they are very 
copious; for in this Caſe they occaſion great 
Faintneſs, and an Increaſe of the other Symp- 
toms, in proportion to the Exceſs. In tender 


weak Subjects, . are often prejudicial. 


It has happen'd in this Diſeaſe, that Hæ- 
morrhages from the Noſe and Mouth have 
ſuddenly carried off the Patient. I have 
heard of the like Accident from Bleeding at 
the Ear: But theſe fatal Diſcharges moſt com- 
monly happen after the Patient has been ill 
ſeveral Days; and it ſeems more probable, 
that they proceed from the Separation of 
ſome Slough from the Branch of an Artery, 
rather than from a Fulneſs of the Veſſels, or 

an Effort of Nature to relieve herſelf by a 


ſalutary Crifis. 


Bleeding in this Diſeaſe has in general been 
obſerved to be prejudicial: Some indeed admit 


of it without any ſenſible Inconvenience ; 
but 


Ls 
but a Repetition of it, even where the Diſ- 
eaſe is mild and favourable, ſeldom fails to 
aggravate the Symptoms; and in ſome Caſes it 
appears to have occaſion d very dangerous Con- 
ſequences. The Heat, Reſtleſſneſs, and De- 
lirium, which this Evacuation commonly pre- 
vents or mitigates in other Caſes, in this are 
increaſed by it; nor does the Swelling of the 
Tonfils, Fauces, &c. ſeem to receive the leaſt 
Benefit from it: On the contrary, tho' the 
Fullneſs of theſe Parts decreaſes, yet the 
Sloughs thicken, the external Tumor grows 
large, and the Spitting commonly diminithes. 


Nor has Purging been obſerved to be more 
beneficial : Gentle Cathartics have brought on 
very dangerous Symptoms, Upon procuring - 
a few Stools with Manna, the Redneſs of the 
Skin has diſappeared, and the Flux to the 
Throat has been ſurpriſingly increaſed: If it 
happens that the Diſcharge by Stool con- 
tinues, the Swelling of the Neck commonly 
grows larger, the Fuuces become flaccid, dry, 
and livid; and the Patient in a few Hours after 
this expires: So that Purgatives ſeem to have 
no better Effects in diminiſhing the Tumor, 
and abating the ſuppoſed Inflammation, than 
Bleeding. 


Nitrous cooling Medicines frequentiy pro- 
duce the like Effects; they increaſe that Faint- 


neſs which accompanies this Diſeaſe, and 
3 either 
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either diſpoſe the Patient to copious linking 
Sweats, or to Stools. 


Upon the whoie, it appears, that all Evacu- 
ations which tend to leſſen the natural Strength 
of the Conſtitution, are in this Diſeaſe injurious; 
and that thoſe Perſons in common are in the 
greateſt Danger, if attacked with it, who 
have been previouſly indiſpoſed or have had 
their Strength impair'd by Grief, or any other 
Accident. Of which it may not perhaps be 
improper to relate an Inſtance or two in this 
Place, as it will alſo tend to explain the uſual 
Progreſs of the Symptoms in the worſt Caſes 
we meet with. 


A young Gentlewoman about 26 Years of 
Age, of a pale lax Habit, but of an active chear- 


ful Diſpoſition, had enjoy'd a pretty good Share 


of Health in common, till a Year or two be- 
fore her laſt Illneſs ; about that time ſhe un- 
happily made uſe of ſome external and em- 
pirical Application to remove a Redneſs at- 
tended with Pimples, ,which now-and-then 
broke out in her Face. She was ſoon relieved 
from this Complaint by the Medicine the uſed ; 

bat was quickly after ſeized with Sickneſs, 
Vomiting, Loſs of Appetite, and either ob- 


| ſtinate Coſtiveneſs, or a troubleſome Diarrhœa; 


the Menſes were pale, and in ſmall Quantities, 
and her Health in general greatly impaired.

She had ſcarce recover'd from this weak 
State, when the Loſs of a near Relation 
brought her almoſt into the ſame Circum- 
ſtances ; from which ſhe was ſlowly recruiting, 
when ſhe married. Her Sickneſs, Vomiting, 
and Loſs of Appetite, ſoon return'd ; which 
ſhe conceal'd as much as potlible, 


Under theſe Dise he v was ſeized 
with this Diſtemper, a Day or two after ſhe 
had viſited an Acquaintance labouring under 
the ſame Diſorder: It came on with a Cold- 
neſs and Trembling like that of an Ague-Fit, 
great Faintneſs, and an acute Pain in her Head, 
with a Vomiting more violent than ſhe was 
uſually affected with, and a Purging. To- 
wards Evening ſhe grew very hot and reſtleſs, 
complained of a Soreneſs in her Throat, and 
the Diſcharges abated. Her Face, Neck, and 
Hands were intenſely red; ſhe frequently 
ſigh'd, and from her Aſpect and Geſtures there 
was Reaſon to ſuſpect a Delirium approaching. 
She ſlept little that Night; and next Morning 
her Pulſe, which before was very quick and 
{mall, ſeemed tobe ſomewhat more full, but not 
ſenſibly ſlower ; and ſhe complained of Faint- 
neſs and Anxiety. The Parts about the Fau- 
ces were much relax'd, and very red, in 
ſome Places almoſt livid, with a kind of gloſſy 
Dryneſs upon them. She continued in this

Manner without any remarkable Increaſe of 


Symptoms till Night, when the Looſeneſs re- 


turn d. and in a very ſhort time exhauſted 
her Strength to a great Degree: The Red- 
neſs upon the skin diſappeared, the Extre- 
mities grew cold, her Eyes became dim, her 
Pulſe ſcarce perceptible, ſhe breath'd with 


Difficulty, and expired in the Morning, on 


the third Day of the Diſeaſe. 


Another young Woman, who frequently 


viſited, and ſometimes affiſted a Relation, 


who had this Diſeaſe, was attack'd with 
It in the uſual manner. She was about 17, 
of a pale and ſomewhat bloated lax Habit, 
naturally inactive, averſe to Exerciſe, and was 
thought to have indulged {ome painful Solict- 
tude, to the Prejudice of her Health, aud 
making way for an obſtinate Chlorofis. 


Under theſe Circumſtances ſhe was ſeized 
with the uſual Complaints, but in a violent 
manner. The Purging continued till the Day 
following; when it yielded for the preſent to 
Opiates, but conſtantly return'd when their 
Effects were over. The other Symptoms, 
ſuch as Heat, Reſtleſſneſs, Anxiety, and 
Faintneſs, Increaſed with the Purging ; the 
Pulſe was ſmall, quick, and hard; a Diffi- | 
culty of breathing came on, the ſmall Re- 
mains of Luſtre in the Eye periſh'd, and

ſhe died early on the fourth Day of the Diſ- 


_ temper. 


No Marks of any Sloug hs in the Throat ap- 
peared in either of theſe Ges; but the Redneſs 
became daily more intenſe, and approached 
nearer to Lividneſs, wha the Pauces could 
be inſpected ; which. from the great Diffi- 
culty they had in breathing, was impracticable 
ſeveral 3 before the Patients expired. 


Warm aromatic Cordials, and anodyne Aſ- 
tringents, were adminiſtred aſſiduouſly, with 
ſuitable Nouriſhment, and Veſicatories applied 
ſucceſſively to the Neck on each Side, the 
Shoulders and Arms, but without Effect. 


If the Purging therefore continues long 
after the firſt Exacerbation of the Diſeaſe, it 
may be look'd upon as a dangerous Symptom; 
for though it be ſometimes reſtrain'd for the 
preſent by Opiates or Aſtringents, yet it com- 
monly returns with more Vehemence, when 
their Efficacy ceaſes, and in a ſhort time ex- 
hauſts the ſmall Degree of Strength remaining. 


In this Caſe they generally ſpit very little; 
the Fauces appear dry, gloſſy, and livid ; 
the external Tumor grows large; they void 
their Excrements without perceiving it, and 
fall into profuſe Sweats; Reſpiration be- 
comes difficult and laborious; the extreme 

Parts 
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Parts grow cold, and Death in a few Hours 
_ cloſes the done: and in no Diſeaſe that I 
have | ſeen is the Eye ſo, early deprived of 
its Luſtre as in this; for it is ſometimes 
opake and glaſſy ſeveral Hours before Death; 

and, as Ætius Cletus hath obſerved, is a fatal 
Prelage of its Approach, 


A copious Flux of pituitous Matter to the 
Glands, and other Parts about the Fauces, 
ſeem'd to be the Cauſe of ſudden Death, in a 
Girl about 12 Years old. She was ſeized in 
the common Way, with Shivering, Head- 
ach, Sickneſs, Vomiting, and Purging. The 
Diſcharges abated in a few Hours, and were 
ſucceeded by great Heat, Redneſs of the Skin, 

and a fore Throat; the Uvula, Tonſils, and 
contiguous Parts were red, and, ſo ſwell'd 
in eight or ten Hours, as to touch each 
other, and ſeem'd to cloſe the Entrance into 
the Pharynx. She breath'd without much 
Difficulty, ſwallow'd with leſs Pain than 
could be imagin'd, and ſpit up large Quanti- 
ties of Phlegm, About fix in the Evening 
ſhe was ſeized with a Dithculty of breathing, 
as if ſtrangled : Thoſe about her rais d her up, 

thinking ſhe was in a Fit; ſhe recover'd her- 
ſelf a little, but expired upon being again laid 
down in Bed; in ſomewhat leſs than 24, Hours 
from the firſt Attack, A large Quantity of viſcid 


Phlegm, with which, after ſhe was dead, her 
Mouth : 
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Mouth appear to be fill'd, together with the tu- 
mefied -Uvula, Tonſils, and Velum Palati, 
had perhaps jointly cloſed the Rima Glttidis, 
and put a Stop to Reſpiration. 


By a Fall in her Infancy ſhe was reduced to 
the Neceſſity of uſing Crutches. She was 
big- bond, had a good Appetite, and for want 
of that Exerciſe, which Perſons at her Age 
commonly enjoy, ſeem'd to be plethoric. 
Theſe Circumſtances perhaps might contribute 
to this ſpeedy and unhappy Event. 


Accidents of the like kind ſeem not to 
have been uncommon while this Diſeaſe con- 
tinued in Traly, according to a Remark of 
Corte ſius (a). 


From the preceding Account of the Sore 
Throat attended with Ulcers, it will, I believe, 
appear, that this Diſeaſe is widely different 
from a common Sore Throat, or ſimple In- 
flammation of any of the Parts about the 
Fauces; both as to the Subject commonly 
affected by it, the Manner of its Attack, 
the Progreſs of the Symptoms, and its 
Concluſion:

Concluſion : For the ſore Throat with Ulcers 
generally attacks Children; and of theſe Girls 
more frequently than Boys, as hath been ob- 
ſerv'd : If Adults are ſeized with it, they are 
commonly ſuch as have been very much con- 
verſant with the Sick, or elſe are weak and 
infirm: And it ſeems to affect thoſe Adults 
in the ſevereſt manner, who have been pre- 
viouſly indiſpoſed, or whoſe Strength has been 
reduced by unſeaſonable or immoderate Eva- 


cuations. 


On the contrary, the common Angina, or 
an Inflammation of the Tonſils, moſt fre- 
quently attacks the healthy, the vigorous, and 
robuſt; the weak, the delicate, and infirm, 
are leſs expoſed to it, at leaſt ſuffer leſs from 


it, than the former. 


As both Diſeaſes are attended with a Fe- 
ver, and as moſt Fevers come on with Shi- 
vering or Chilneſs, this Symptom may at leaſt 
appear equivocal : But if Sickneſs, or Vomit- 
ing, or Purging, or an acute Head-ach, to- 
wards the back Parts or Top eſpecially, or 
if all theſe, come on in the Space of a very 
few Hours, which they generally do, where 
the Diſeaſe is vehement, - it may juſtly be 
eſteem'd of the malignant or putrefactive 
kind: But if an eryſipelatous Redneſs diſco- 


vers itſelf in the Fauces, or if any Ulcerations 
5 or 


_ Ex 
or white Sloughs appear in them, the Diſeaſe 
is evident. 


In ſome Caſes, the Symptoms have been 
ſo obſcure, that it was difficult to determine 
to which Claſs they properly belonged: But in 
theſe Circumſtances the Diſorder was ſo fa- 
vourable, that, ſuppoſing it not to be of the 
ulcerated kind, no other Inconvenience ſeemed 
likely to enſue from treating it as ſuch, than 
a Suppuration; which is often an Event rather 
to be choſen than avoided. 


The Redneſs of the Skin in the Face, 
Neck, Breaſt, and Hands, is another obvious 
and diſtinguiſhing Characteriſtic, which in 
Children and young People eſpecially, ſeldom 
fails to accompany this Diſorder. 


In the common ſore Throat, a local In- 
flammation is the Diſeaſe: All the Sym- 
ptoms are derived from this Source: An acute 

throbbing Pain, greatly increaſed upon ſwal- 
| lowing even Liquids, is the principal Griev- 
ance. In the other, the whole Habit ſuffers, 
as if by a Stimulus of a peculiar Nature; 
and although the Throat is always more 
or leſs affected, yet it is ſometimes the leaſt 
Part of the Patient's Complaint; and Inſtances 
have occurr'd to me of conſiderable Sloughs 
1 = 8 being 
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being formed, before any Soreneſs or Pain in 
the Fauces bath been mention d. 


Again, this t is accompanied with 
a orcater Tendency to a Delirium, than either 
a common Angina, or almoſt any other Diſ- 
eaſe we are acquainted with. To have this 
Symptom appear in the Diſeaſe we are 
treating of on the firſt Night, is not un- 
common; and on the ſecond, frequent. A 
Girl about eight Years of Ave, whom 1 
attended, was ſcarce known to be indiſpoſed, 
till ſhe alarmed the Family, by appear- 
ing to be light-headed. She had made no 
Come at of her Throat, nor was this Part 
thought to be affected, till, upon Examina- 
tion, I found it ſo; being led to ſuſpect it 
by the Colour of her Hands, and the De- 
lirium. She got well through the Diſeaſe, 


tho' its Pr ogrels, at firſt, appear'd to be very 
{wifr. 


A common Sore Throat, if the Patient re- 
covers, either goes off by Reſolution, or ſup- 
purates, or becomes hard and ſcirchous, 


In that attended with Ulcers, none of "05 
Circumſtances happen ; for it terminates in a 
ſuperficial Uiceration cf ſome of the Parts about 
the Fauces, with little Appearance of any 
Sloughs, if the Diſeaſe is very mild; and with 

large 
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large and deep ones, of a white, cineritious, li- 
vid, or black Colour, if it is more violent. 


It will not perhaps be difficult, from this 
comparative View of the Diſeaſe, to diſtin- 
guith it from a common Sore T hroat, or an 
inflammatory Affection of thoſe Par s: But 
there is another no leſs certain Criterion, 
tho' too often a fatal one, which is, the con- 
ſtant Increaſe of Symptoms upon Bleeding, 
Purging, and the liberal Uſe of cooling anti- 
phlogiitic Medicines; an Inſtance whereof I 


think evidently appeared} in the following Caſe. 


A Youth of about 14. Years old, of a brisk 
lively Diſpoſition, who had enjoyed a good 
Share of Health, ſaving that, for a few Years 
paſt, a cutaneous Diſeaſe, akin to a Le- 
proſy, had ſometimes appeared on his Head 
and Arms, was feized one Morning with a 
general Uneaſineſs, and a Diſpoſition to vo- 
mit; he was put to Bed, and à ſevere Shi- 
vering enſued ; his Sickneſs increaſed, he 
vomited up every thing, had ſeveral purging 
Stools that Day, and comnlained much of 
his Head, with ſome Soreneſs in his Throat. 
He was order'd to be blooded, and had an 
Emetic given him: This operated but little; 
he grew hot and reſtleſs, a deep Redneſs 
_ ſpread itſelf over his Face, Hands, and Arms, 
with a plentiful Eruption of ſmall Pimples, 
1 5 which

which induced thoſe about him to apprehend 
it was a Scarlet Fever. 


The next Day, which was the ſecond of the 
Diſeaſe, his Throat continuing ſore, and the 
feveriſh Symptoms increaſing, a Purge of 
Manna was given him, which operated gently ; 
and at Night his Head and Throat being more 
a uneaſy, his Heat ſtill continuing, with a Ten- 
: dency to Delirium; a Bliſter was applied. 


On the third, the Symptoms not abating, he 8 
loſt about ten Ounces of Blood. He had taken 
a cooling nitrous Powder every four Hours ; 
this was now changed for one more cordial. 
At Night he grew delirious, his Fever in- 
creaſed, and he had ſome looſe Stools, which 
were rather encouraged than reſtrain'd, as it 
was hoped they might relieve him. Bliſters 
were applied to his Head and Arms. 


On the fourth in the Morning I was ſent 

for: I found him delirious, with convulſive 

j Twitchings; his Hands in conſtant Motion, 
1 gathering the Bed-cloaths; his Pulſe quick 
and weak; his Tongue parched. With ſome 
Difficulty 1 looked into the Fauces; they 
ſeemed to be pale in ſome Places, intenſely 
red or livid in others, with a olofly Bright- 
neſs: His Excrements came away invo- 


runtarily ; his Eygs were languid, and ſome- 
what 
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what opake ; he breath'd with Difhculty, and 
died in a few Hours after, 


In ſome of the firſt Caſes T met with, 
the Quickneſs of the Pulſe, the Degree of 
Heat, the apparent inflammatory Redneſs of 
the Eyes and Face, and Pain in the Head, 
| ſometimes urged me to order Bleeding, eſpe- 
cially if there were any Marks of a Plethora ; 
but in theſe Caſes it did not appear to have 
any advantageous Effects: So that, notwith- 
ſtanding the Urgency of the Symptoms above- 
mention'd, it ſeems proper in general to omit 
this Evacuation, 


Cupping with Scarification has been „ 
to the Shoulders and Back of the Head, 


order to remove an acute Pain of this r, | 


which 1s often complain'd of, but, as far as [ 
have been able to obſerve, without much Be- 


nefit. 


It is neceſſary that the Patient ſhould keep 


in Bed as much as may be, tho' the Diſeaſe 


ſhould ſeem to be ſlight: It bas happen d, for 
want of Care in this Reſpect, that a Purging 
has come on, the Redneſs of the Skin diſap- 


peared, and a Diſorder, which with Confine- 


ment alone would probably have gone off in 
twice 24 Hours, has been render d tedious 
and difficult. | 


If 
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Tf we are called in at the firſt, while the 
Sickneſs or Vomiting continues, it will be of 
Uſe to promote this Diſcharge, by giving an 
Infuſion of Green Tea, Chamomile-Flowers, 
Carduus, or a few Grains of Tpecacuanha. In 
1 ſome Inſtances, where the Attack has been 
4 ſevere, and this Method practiſed, the Diſ- 
by order has gone off with more Eaſe than 


was at firſt 4 


If theſe Symptoms don't abate with the 

Operation of the Emetic, ſmall Draughts 

of Mint - Tea, with a ſixth Part of red 

» Port added to it, may be given frequently; 
h, together with ſome grateful and warm aro- 
Y matic, cordial Medicine, every four or fix 
Hours. The Pulvis Contrayerue imp. — 
comp. Confect. cardiac. — Raleigh. Sec. 
arom. Vinum croceum; Ag. Menth. Spirit. 
Ag. Alex. ſpirit. cum Aceto ; with others of 
the like Nature, may be uſed for this Fur 


poſe. 


In this Diſeaſe it is at all times neceſſary 
to attend very carefully to the Diarrhœa. For 
the moſt part it ceaſes with the Vomiting, in leſs 
than twelve Hours from the firſt Attack : If it 
continues longer than this Period, it is neceſſary 


to check it, other wiſe it occaſions great Faint- 
* nels,

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neſs, ſinks the Strength, and in the End pro: 
duces very dangerous Conſequetices, The 
aromatic Cordials abovemention'd, if they 
are given plentiſully, commonly take off 
this Symptom, as well as the Vomiting ; but 
if they prove ineffectual, Recourſe muſt be 
had to Aſtringents and Anodynes, in pro- 
portion to the Exigence of the Caſe; ſuch as 
the Confectio Fracaftarii, or Elect. e Scordio 
cum Opto, diſſolved in ſmall Cinnamon-water, 


and given poſt [inzulas ſedes. 


1 is common for the Redneſs, ſo often 
mention'd, to appear upon the Skin, as theſe 
Diſcharges abate: It has happen'd that this 
Colour has gone off ſometimes, and the Patient 
has been brought into imminent Danger, upon 
giving a mild Cathartic: Which Circumſtances, 
as they point out a cloſe Connexion between 
them, indicate the Uſe of a warm Regimen, 
notwithſtanding the Heat and other Sym- 
ptoms might ſeem to forbid it, 


A Girl about 9 Years old, of a flender 
Make, but healthy and active, was ſeized 
with this Diſorder. The Sickneſs and Vo- 
miting went off, and the Redneſs of the Skin 
appeared ſoon after: The Apothecary who at- 
tended her, judging it an inflammatory Caſe, 
as ſhe complained of her Throat, bled her, 
gave her a cooling Purge the next Ws

and afterwards ſome nitrous Draughts. A 
plentiful Efloreſcence which'cover'd the _ 
Neck, and Arms, ſuddenly diſappeared ; 
Diarrhoea came on, ſhe grew reſtleſs, fine, 
and inſenſible. In this Condition I firſt ſaw 
her on the third Day of the Diſcaſe; ſhe fre- 
quently ſigh'd, her Pulſe was quick, ſmall, and 
hard, without any remarkable Colour upon 
her Skin ; and the Swelling on each Side the 
Neck large: It was not poſſible to examine 
the Fauces, as ſhe lay in a comatous helpleſs 
Condition, her Stools and Urine coming 
away inſenſibly. A warm, cordial Mixture 
was frequently given her, upon which the 
Diarrhoea ſoon abated ; and the next Day the 
E ffloreſcence again appeared upon her Face 
and Arms. From this time ſhe continued to 
recover, tho' flowly, and was for ſome time 
attended with a Cough and hectic Heats. 


Another Symptom which requires our 
Attention in the Cure of this Diſeaſe, is an 
exceſſive Faintneſs: Of this they generally 
complain ſoon after they are taken ill, and 
continue to do ſo, if ſenſible, till the Diſ- 
temper begins to abate: The Urgency of 
this Symptom ſeems to indicate the Degree 
of Danger: It is more or leſs violent, as "the 
Diſeaſe is mild or malignant; and an Abate- 
ment of it may be look d upon as a ſure 


Preſage of Recovery. | 
Warm 
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Warm aromatic and gently ſtimulating 
Medicines, ſuch as have been already men- 
tion'd, as the moſt effectual to ſuppreſs the 
Vomiting, and check the Looſeneſs attendin 

this Diſeaſe, have likewiſe been found uſeful 
in removing the preſent Complaint : And tho? 
the Degree of Heat, and Quickneſs of the 
Pulſe, would be enough to diflaade a Perſon 
who has not ſeen the Diſeaſe, from giving 
them in ſo liberal a manner as Neceſſity re- 
quires; yet we are not to be governed ſo much 
by theſe Symptoms, as by the Fa intneſs, De- 
preſſion of the Pulſe, and Increaſe of Pu- 
treſcency in the Fauces. One Drachm of the 
Confectio Raleighana has been given to a Youth 
not quite 15 Vears of Age, every four Hours, 
which was ſoon follow'd by a ſenſible Amend- 
ment, and the Decreaſe of the Patient's Reſt- 


leſſneſs, Faintneſs, and Heat,

Some of the Italian Phyſicians forbad the 
Uſe of Wine in the Cure of this Diſeaſe, and 
the Warmth of that Climate might perhaps 
make this Caution neceflary ; but as it is a ge- 
nerous Cordial, and at the ſame time antiſep- 
tic, it ſeems to be in no reſpect improper 
here; and, beſides in Whey, I have allow'd 
it to be given, in ſmall Quantities, mixed 
with Mint, Baum, or Sage- Tea, Earley- 
Water, Gruel, Panada, Sago, and ſuch- 
| CG like ; 
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like; and alone, where the Faintneſs has been 
exceſſive; the Age, the former Way of Life, 
and the Symptoms, affording the neceſſary 
Rules as to Quantity and Kind, Chicken- 
Water, or thin Broth, may alſo be allow'd ; 

which is frequently very acceptable to the 
Patient. And I don't remember to have 
obſerved ſo general and early an Inclina- 
tion after ſolid Food, in any acute Diſ- 
eaſe, as in this: For at a time when one 
would imagine, both from the Condition of 
the Fauces, and the Degree of Heat, that 
Liquids would be the moſt acceptable, it 1s 
not uncommon to find Children, who have 
this Diſeaſe, extremely defirous of Chicken, 
and chearfully complying with Directions, in 
hopes of being gratified in this reſpect. 


Bliſters are likewiſe of Uſe to relieve the 
Faintneſs. At firſt I was in Doubt, leſt the 
Flies, by their Acrimony, ſhould increaſe the 
putreſcent Diſpoſition, and conſequently ag. 
gravate the Diſorder they were intended to 
remove: but no ſuch Effect having appeared 
from their Uſe, I have order'd them to be ap- 
plied, and I think with Advantage, both to 
the uſual Parts, and to the Neck on each Side 
from below the Ear almoſt to the Clavicle, as 
Occaſion required. 


The 
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The Ulcers in the Throat demand our early 
and conſtant Attention, as a conſiderable Loſs 
of Subſtance cannot here be ſuffer d without 
immediate Danger to Life itſelf, or the moſt 
pernicious Conſequences to the future Action 
of the Parts, if the Patient ſurvives. 


Where the Diſeaſe is of the mildeſt kind, 
a ſuperficial Ulceration 2 obſervable ; 
which may eaſily eſcape the Notice of a Per- 
ſon unacquainted with it. A thin, pale, white 
Slough ſeems to accompany the next Degree : 
A thick, opake, or aſh-colour'd one is a fur- 
ther Advance: And if the Parts have a livid 
or black Aſpect, the Caſe is ſill worſe. 
Theſe Sloughs are not formed of any fo- 
reign Matter covering the Parts affected as 
a Cruſt or Coat, but are real Mortifications 
of the Subſtance; fince when they come off 
ſpontaneouſly, or are ſeparated by Force, 
they leave an Ulcer of a greater or leſs Depth, 
as the Sloughs were ſuperficial or pene- 
trating. 1 


When the Tendency to Putrefaction is 
ſtopp'd, theſe Sloughs in moſt Caſes come off 
ſpontaneouſly; or their Separation may be 
promoted by ſuitable Remedies and Applica- 
tions: But it ſeems by no means adviſeable 
to attempt it by Scarification, ſcraping them 

. | G3: : oft 
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off with the Fingers or Inſtruments, as Seve- 


rinus propoſes; ſince the Experiment has 


been tried, but with ſuch unhappy Conſe- 


quences (a), as are ſufficient to diſcourage one 


trom perſiſting in this Method. 


In a Caſe where I was concerned, previous 
to my being called 1n, a Surgeon had endea- 
vour'd to ſeparate the Sloughs by the Aſſiſt- 
ance of his Probe: He ſucceeded in his At- 
tempt without much Difficulty ; but was ſur- 
priſed to ſee the ſame Parts cover'd the next 
Day with thick, dark, aſh-colour'd Sloughs, 
penetrating deep into the Subſtance, with an 
Increaſe of every Symptom.

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It is true, the Sloughs have been ſome- 
times ſcarified, from an Apprehenſion, that 
Matter was lodg'd underneath them, with- 
out any manifeſt Inconvenience ; but as there 
are Inſtances of fatal Mortifications having 
enſued, it ſeems moſt prudent to decline 
the Practice. | 


From under theſe Sloughs, and from every 
Part of the Ulcers which they cover, a thin 
corroſive Ichor is diſcharged, ſo acrid as to ex- 
cCoriate the external Parts upon which it is ſuf- 
fer'd to remain. This is ſometimes obſervable 
in Adults, when the Parts above the Fauces 
are affected; the Ichor in theſe Caſes flows 
thro' the Noſtrils, and frequently raiſes Pim- 
ples on the Skin of the upper Lip; but it is 
molt obvious in Children, who often have this 
Part, the Corners of the Mouth, the Cheek 
of that Side on which they moſt commonly lie, 

bliſter'd or excoriated. 


It is probable, as hath been already hinted, 
that Part of the ſame virulent Matter, paſſing 

down the Oe/ophagus into the Stomach and 
Inteſtines, acts upon them as it does upon 
the Skin, when applied to it externally; 1t 
frets and corrodes the Parts it touches, and 
produces that Sickneſs, Vomiting, Purging, 
and Faintneſs, which ſometimes n 
e this 
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this Diſeaſe in different Parts of its Pro- 
* 


In Children, and very young Subjects, the 
Symptoms ariſing from this Cauſe are yet 
more dangerous : The natural Softneſs and 
Laxity of the Parts liable to be affected, diſ- 
poſes them to ſuffer by it much more than 
Adults: At the ſame time they are commonly 
alike incapable of promoting the Diſcharge of 
this Matter themſelves, and of admitting 
Aſſiſtance from others, being generally, if the 
Diſtemper is acute, either comatous and ſtupid, 
or delirious and untractable. If Gargles are 
injected, they either prevent them from 
reaching the Seat of the Diſorder, by their 
Tongues, or they ſwallow them, and the 
putrid Taint of the Ulcers, together ; the Miſ- 
chief ſpreads beyond the Power of Art to re- 
ſtrain it; violent Purgings enſue, or fatal 
Hæmor rhages from the penetrating Gangrene. L 
ct to this, perhaps, it may in part be ow- 

, that Children ſuffer ſo much more from 
this kind of Sore Throat, than Adults. 


That this corrofive Matter produces theſe 
Effects, is farther confirm'd, by obſerving, 
that thoſe whoſe Throats are ſeverely affected, 
if they have a plentiful Diſcharge from the 
Fauces, are ſeldom attended with Sicknels, 
Vomiting, or exceſiive Faintneſs; though,

glect of encouraging this Evacuation, they have 
complain d of Sickneſs, and have bad Reachings 


come on: Like wiſe, that! in ſuch Caſes, * 


little or no Diſcharge of this kind appears, the 


Symptoms are commonly the moſt dangerous. 


From hence it is obvious that great Advan- 


tages may be expected from the conſtant Uſe 


of gently ſtimulating aromatic Gargles ; as they 
promote the Diſcharge of the pituitous Mat- 


ter flowing to the Fauces, and, doubtleſs, with 


it, of ſome Part of the cara Fluid pe- 
mention'd: To which if we addAntiſeptics and 
Detergents, in order to check the Progreſs of 
the Mortification, and cleanſe the ſordid Ulcers 
it produces, every Indication is provided for. 


Where the Diſeaſe is mild, the Symptoms 
favourable, the Sloughs ſuperficial, or ſcarce 
perceptible, it may be ſufficient to order a 


Gargle of Sage-Tea with a few Roſe-Leaves 
added in the Infuſion; three or four Spoon- 


fuls of Vinegar may be mixed with half a Pint 


of the Tea, and as much Honey put to it, as 
will leave it agreeably acid.

But where the Symptoms are urgent, thge 


Tendency to Putrefaction great, the Sloughs 

large and thick, and the Breath offenſive, Re- 

courſe mutt be had to more efficacious Reme- 
dies: 
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dies: A Compoſition like the following, 
varied only as the Patient's Age and the Circum- 
| ſtances of the Diſeaſe required, has in general 
been attended with very good Effects. The 
Proportion here given may be uſed for Ad- 
ults, and the more active Parts leſſen'd for 


younger Subjects.

As the Parts about the Gullet are fre- 
quently ſo much affected, as to render it 
painful or impracticable for the Sick them- 
ſelves to make uſe of the Gargle ſo freely as 
they ought, it is commonly order'd, that a few 
Spoonfuls of this Liquor, made ſomewhat 
warm, ſhould be very often injected into the 
Fauces with a ſmall Syringe ; and eſpecially 
before the Patient ſwallows any thing, in 
order to waſh off as much as poſſible the pu- 
trid Sordes adhering to the Ulcers, and pre- 
vent it from paſſing into the Stomach and 
Bowels. In young Subjects this Method is 
the more neceſſary, as they don't always know 
how to manage a Gargle to any Purpoſe, did 
the Soreneſs of the Parts permit them to 


do it.

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Tf the Sloughs are large, and caſt off lowly, 
they may be touched with Mel AÆAgyptiacum, 
means of an armed Probe; or it the Con- 
dition of the Fauces 1s ſuch, that this cannot 
conveniently be done, a Spoonful of the fol- 
lowing Mixture may be 1njected, and retain'd 
in the Throat, as long as the Patient can en- 
dure it; the Parts may then be waſhed two 
or three times with the Gargle alone.

By the conſtant and regular Uſe of theſe 
Applications, if the Patient is kept warm, 
and the Method of treating him in other Re- 
ſpects is obſerved, agreeable to what has been 
mention'd above, it ſeldom happens but that 
the febrile Symptoms diſappear, the Sloughs 
come off, and the Ulcers are diſpoſed to heal 
in a few Days; unleſs it be where Miſma- 
nagement at firſt, Malignity of the Infection, 
or an unfavourable Conſtitution, have one or 
all contributed to increaſe the Diſeaſe, and to 
render its Conſequences more laſting and miſ- 


chievous. 


What Effects improper Treatment pro- 
duces in this Caſe has already been obſerved. 
With regard to the Matter of Contagion, or 
Nature of that Cauſe which ſo ſuddenly 
brings on ſuch a Train of Symptoms as hath 
been deſcribed, little can be ſaid with any 
| 1 | Degree 
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Degree of Certainty : Thus much, however, 
ſeems to be true in Fact, that in ſome Caſes 
the Diſeaſe appears to be of ſo mild a Na- 
ture, and ſo benign, as to require but little 
Aſſiſtance from Art: Perſons even recover 
from it under the Diſadvantages of unskilful 
and injurious Management; whilſt in others, 
the Progreſs of the Symptoms is ſo rapid, 
and the Tendency to Corruption lo ſitong, that 
nothing ſcems able to oppoſe it. Jult as it hap- 
pens in the Small-Pox ; the benign and di- 
ſtinct ſort bears ill Treatment without Injury; 
in the malignant flux Kind, the utmoſt Art 
and Experience are too often inſufficient to 
conduct the Diſtemper to a happy Iſſue. Whe- 
ther this Diverſity in the Sore Throat we are 
ſpeaking of, is owing to a Difference of 
Conſtitutions, or of Scaſons, to the differ- 
ent Quality or Quantity of the Contagion, 
or the Manner of receiving it; or whether 
there are in Reality diſtin&t Species of it; 

may perhaps hereafter be more certainly de- 
termined. 


With reſpect to Conſtitution, it may be 
further obſerved, that in ſoft, lax, leuco- 
phlegmatic Habits, and languid inactive Diſ- 
poſitions, every thing elſe being equal, the 
Diſeaſe ſeems to proceed more ſlowly, to go 
off more irregularly, and to leave behind it 
more laſting Effects. In ſome Perſons of the 
Temperament deſcribed, tho' the Fever has 
grown leſs, and all the Symptoms abated in 

four 
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four or five Days, yet the sloughs in the 
Throat have continued almoſt a Week longer; 
_ whilſt in the oppoſite Conſtitution, tho "the 
Diſcaſe has been much more acute, yet the 
Symptoms have no ſooner abated, than the 
| Sloughs have caſt off, and the Ulcers healed 
of their own Accord. : 


A ak Hemorrhage from the Noſe, 
Mouth, or Ears, the laſt eſpecially, coming 
on aiter the Diſeaſe has continued three or 
four Days, or longer, is a dangerous Phe- 
n9menon: For at this time of the Diſtemper, 
it moſt probably proceeds from the Branch of 
an Artcry deſtroy'd by, the Mortification, and 
laid open by the Separation of the Slough. 
It the Veſſel is theretore large, the Bleeding 
may prove fatal to the Patient in a very ſhort 
time; or if he eſcapes for the preſent, the 
Loſs of a conſiderable Quantity of Blood at 
this time of the Diſcaſe, will occaſion various 
111 Conſequences. 


It is therefore abſolutely neceſſary to en- 
deavour to ſtop this Diſcharge with all the 
Expedition poſſible. If the Patient is coſtive, 

it will be of Uſe to procure Relief in this 
reſpect, by Clyſters or Suppoſitories as ſoon 
as can be done: To apply Vinegar, by the 
means of Tents or otherwiſe, as near to the 
Oritice of the Veſſel as we can: To convey 
the Steam of it into the Fauces and Not-

trils plentifully: To keep the Patient in a 
ſitting Poſture, or his Head raiſed as high as 
may be, and his upper Parts moderately 
cool: If theſe Methods don't immediately 
take Effect, Recourſe muſt be had to the moſt 
efficacious Remedies, amongſt which we may 
rank the Bark and Orium. 


It is not uncommon for heQic Eecats, 
Night Sweats, Want of Appetite, and De- 
jection of Spirits to attend thoſe a conſidera— 
ble time, who have had the Diſeaſe in a 
{cverc manner. Aſſes Milk commonly re- 
licves them, or a Decoction of the Bark, and 
HElix. Viiriol. if the Caſe is more obſtinate. 


HAVING thus related, as conciſely as I 
could, the moſt material Circumſtances that 
have occurr'd to me 1n rcipect to the Sym- 
ptoms, Progreis, and Event of this Diſtemper, 
the uantia, Lædentia, and the Accidents 
chictly to be regarded in its Cure; in ſuch 
a manner as I hope will enable thoſe who 
have not ſeen or known it, to dittinguith it 
from a common Sore Throat and to treat it 
with ſome Degree of Propricty and SUCCCls, 
1 mall conclude With obicrving, 


1. That the Sore Throat attended with Ul. 
cers ſeems to be accompanied with a ſtrong 
Diſpoiition to Putrefaction, which affects the 
Habit in general, but the Fauces, and the 

Parts 
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Parts contiguous in particular. And it ſeems 
not unreaſonable to ſuppoſe, 


2. That the Cauſe of this Diſpoſition or 
Tendency is a putrid Virus, or Miaſma ſus 
gencris, introduced into the Habit by Conta- 
gion, principally by means of the Breath of 
the Perſon, from whom it is received. 


3. That this Hirus, or contagious Matter, 
produces Effects more or leſs pernicious, ac- 
cording to the Quantity and Nature of the 
Infection, and as the Subject is diſpoſed to 
receive or ſuffer by it. 


4. That putrefactive and malignant Diſ- 
caſcs, in common, admit of the moſt ſenſi- 
ble and ſecure Relief, from Diſcharges of the 
peccant Matter, either upon the Skin in ge- 
ncral, or on particular Parts of the Body. 


5. That the Redneſs, and cutaneous Efflo- 
reſcence in the preſent Caſe may be conſi- 
der'd as an Eruption of the like Nature; and 
therefore to be promoted by ſuch Methods 
as have proved ſucceſsful in ſimilar Diſeaſes. 


6. That a cordial, alexipharmac, warm 
Regimen has been found by Experience to 
be of the moſt Uſe in ſich Caſes; and that 
| Bleeding, Purging, Antiphlogiſtics, liberally 
employed, either retard, or wholly prevent 
theſe Diſcharges. | 
2 Therefore, 
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Therefore, as to expel the morbific Mat- 
ter (3) ſeems to be the Deſign of Nature; 
to promote this Deſign by the Mcaſures that 
arc approved by Experience in analogous 

Diſorders, is the Duty of the Phyſician. 


It may likewiſe be remarked, that, thoug h 
this Diſcaſe has now been amoneſt us * 
veral Years, and has conſequently ſur- 
vived the different Seaſons, and all the Va- 
ricty of Weather to which We arc. Cx. 
poled, yet it ſcems to ſhew itſelf moſt fre- 
quently in Autumn and the Beginning of 
Winter ; at leaſt] have met with many more 
Caſes from September to December inclu-. 
ſive, than in all the other Months rogethers; 
having not yet ſeen any who had it in the 
Spring, and very few in the Summer. 


It may likewiſe be remark'd, that the 
Summers of 1747 and 1748 were dry, with 
ſome Days in cach uncommonly hot, for 
this Climate; the Mercury in Þahbrenhert's 
Thermometer riſing in the Shade, and within- 
doors, one Day to 78, and during ſeveral to 75 
and 6. The Autumns of the ſame Years were 
as unuſually temperate and warm; the Wind 
continuing longer in the Scutherly Points 
than has often b been known at this Scaſon. 
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
